in the Senate. 


OMAHA EXPOSITION BILL PASSED 


Filled Clieese Bill Discussed iu the 


HoiiBe— Evening: Session De- 


voted to Pensions. 


WABIIEXUTOM. April 10.— The senate 


took up the question of sectarian Indian 
schools today, but did not complete it. 
The debate was very temperate, and no 
reference was made to the organization 
which has been active in opposition to 
sectarian schools. 


Mr. Barter ol Montana proposed to 


strike out the provision directing that no 
money should be spent on sectarian 
schools. This gave rise to general argu- 
ment, in which Senators Garter, Lodge, 
Gray, Hoar, Hawley, Allen and Gallin- 
ger participated. 


Mr. Gannon offered an amendment 


providing that members of any commis- 
sion treating with Indians shall bebona 
fide residents of the state or territory in 
which tho Indians are located. This 
brought on a debate as to tho personnel 
of Indian commissions. Mr. Ghilton, 
Democrat of Texas, urged that local 
eommietionB would be prejudicial to the 
Indians, while Mr. Gannon insisted that 
outside commissions, particularly from 
the east, were costly and inefficient. 
One commission, now turned loose on a 
furlough, had spent $10,000 before get- 
ting to work. These eastern commis- 
sions, mado up through political influ- 
ence, were frittering away the public 
funds without accomplishing anything 
for the Indians or the public. 


Mr. Cannon severely criticised the in- 


terior department in its conduct ol In- 
dian affairs, 


Mr. Palmer said it had become quite 


the habit— not restricted to the senate— 
to make charges iigainet executive olli- 
ciale, basing the charges on generalities 
and loose statements. The senator paid 
a tribute to the commissioner of Indian 
affairs and deprecated the generalized 
charges of Mr. Gannon, of wilful irregu- 
larity ofihe interior department in deal- 
ing with Indiana. 


The Cannon amendment was Anally 


ruled out on a point of order. This 
brought the senate to the sectarian 
school provisions of tho bill. 


Mr. Garter, Republican of Montana, 


moved to Q tribe out tbe provision de- 
claring that "no 'money that had been 
appropriated shall be paid for education 
for sectarian schools." He eaid that in 
1870 under the peace policy of General 
Grant tho government developed the 
plan of civilizing the Indiana. 


This work o( education and civiliza- 


tion proceeded until 1804, Mr. Oarter 
vent on, when a change of policy was 
determined upon, from which the gov- 
ernment schools would take place of 
contract private echools. This bill made 
the radical urovlaiou that no money 
whatever shall be paid to the schools. It 
also made the change so precipitately 


bu cut off from their schools. Such a 
course wa*i not iu accordance with hon- 
eaty and humanity. As to tbe claim that 
denominational influence was exerted 
toward tbe Indians, Mr. Carter said he 
knew of no form of Christianity which, 
being ejected into the American Indian, 
would do him uiiv harm. He urged 
that tbe change from contract govern- 
ment echools be brought about grad- 
ually. 


Mr. Lodge, Republican of Manna- 


chuecHe, said tbe abolition of contract 
schools waa a subject long before con- 
gress and the effort was always met by 
the same plea, that Indian children 
would be cut off from their schools. 
There waa no doubt, said Mr. Lodge, 
that tbe Christian faith might be profit- 
ably given to Indians, but it was not for 
tbe government to foster sectarian edu- 
cation. 
Mr. Gray, Democrat of Delaware, sup- 


ported and Mr. GflHinger, Republican of 
New Hampshire, opposed the Oarter 
amendment. 


Mr. Palmer. Democrat of Illinois, said 


that as it was conceded that tbe govern- 
ment was to educate the Indians and 
was not ready with the facilities for ed- 
ucation, then the sectarian facilities 
might well be taken advantaae of until 
tbe government waa ready to assume its 
full duty. 


Mr. Peffer, Populist of Kansas, offered 


an amendment to overcome Mr. Carter's 
objection, providing that in case Indian 
children were deprived of tbeir echoola, 
then the secretary of tho interior \a to 
provide them school facilities. 


Mr. Hoar said General Grant had 


started the sectarian school plan and he 
regarded it as one of the beet of hia ac- 
complishments. 


Mr. Allison aaid it was a mistake to 


suppose any number of Indian children 
wnnlrt be deprived of tbeir education if 
the bill passed without tbe amendment, 
He said the idea of General Grant waa 
that tbe churches abould assume the 


plated that there should be contract 
acboola. 
Tbe Indian bill was thereupon laid 


aside. 
Mr. Allen, Populist of Nebraska, then 


succeeded in getting up the bill for a 
transmissisaippi ex position at Omaha in 
1898. 
Amendments were agreed to 


making tbe exposition international in 
scope and appropriating $500,000 fo 
buildings. Mr. Allen secured a furthe 
.amendment limiting the total liability 
of tbe government to $600,000. As thu 
amended the bill passed. 


Mr. Mills proposed an adjournmen 


until Monday which waa resisted b; 
members of the appropriations com 
mittee. On a vote, however, tbe ad 
journment over Saturday secured 
large majority. 


A conference on the poatoflice appro 


priatlon bill was ordered, and Senator 
Allen, Pettigrew and Blackburn were 
named as conferees. 
Mr. Squire gave notice of a apeech on 


the fortiti cations next Thursday. 


At 5,25 p m. the senate adjourned un- 


til Monday.

TROOPS AMBUSCADED. 


BATTLE IP) WHICH BOTH SIDES 


LOST MEN. 


he Insurgents Surprise the Span- 


ish Forces 2nt Are Finally 


Compelled to Ketreat. 


HAVANA, April 10.— General Oliver, 
ear Camajuani, Santa Clara, bad a se- 
ere engagement with 000 insurgents 
nder command of Jose Gonzales, a col- 
red leader, resulting in tbe defeat of 
be insurgents with a loss of thirty 
illcd and many wounded. The troops 
oat fifteen killed and twenty-sir were 
wounded. 


The insargenta drew tbe troops into 
a ambuscade iu a utmaely wooded ra- 
ine. Behind earthworks completely 


masked with brush tun insurgents 


waited tbe troops. Scouts sent for- 


ward by the Spanish commander were 


flowed to pass, but when the troops 
were well inside the ambuscade a dyna- 
nte bomb was suddenly hurled into 
ieir ranks, killing several men ar.,1 


wounding a number of others, besides 
Imoat causing a panic. At first tbe 
panish infantry gave way, being taken 
o completely by surprise and seeing 
lany soldiers falling, without being 
.h e to do more than fire apparently 


so fiashea of flame which told of the 
iresence 
of the Inaurgents. Later, 


lowever, the troops were rallied, anil 
made a splendid dash forward and up 
be side of tbe hills over the earth* 
works, driving the insurgents before 


iiern at the point of tho bayonet and 
hooting them down aa they lied. 
Thus tbe enemy was quickly silenced 
nd the troops captured and razed the 
nsurgenta' breastworks on both sides of 
lie ambuscade, where they found a 
umber of boxes of abandoned ammu- 


nition and several rifles, etc. 


A column of gendarmes and volun- 


teers baa been engaged with a delach- 
nent of about 1000 insurgents under the 
eaderahip of Capitole, at the farm of 
tannin, in Matanzaa. The insurgents 
eft eigh't killed, and the government 
orce captured A quantity of arms. 


Later the Spaniards purAiieri thft in- 
urgents and killed eighteen more of 
he enemy. 


MURDERED HIS FAMILY. 


H. B. Minchall Kills His Wife and 


Children and Himself. 


PESTWATER, Mich., April 10.— News 


baa been received of a bold attempt 
made on the life, of William 0. Sands, 
president of the Sands & Maxwell lum- 
ier company, last night. 


When he was within a few yards ol 


lia home, H. B. Mlnchatl jumped from 
lehind a corner and commenced shoot- 
ing at him. 


Sands ran across the street to hii 


lome, the would-be assassin keeping up 
a Bteaay fire. Five shots were fired, 
three bitting him in the right arm and 
one in the leg. Mincball immediately 
went home, ahot his wife and two child- 
ren and then took hio own life, 


The officers found Minchall'a residence 


locked and they broke in the door. 


A horrible sight waa presented. Mrs. 


Minchall was lying on the floor of tbe 
sitting room with a bullet hole in her 
temple. Ni-.ir her was the dead body 
of her daughter, Ruby, about 18 years 
old. In th« corner lay Minchall with 
the empty revolver clutched in his 
hand. He, too, waa dead. In an ad- 
joining bedroom were found tbe bodies 
of George, aged 4, and an 
infan 


brother. They were in bed together 
and death evidently came upon them 
while they slept. 


The motive for Mincball'a crime is a 


mystery, but it is thought that the in 
quest now in progress will clear th 
matter.

Cleveland at Last Acts in 


Cuba's Behalf. 


ACTUATED BY KINDLY MOTIVES 


pain Not Asked to Grant Inde- 


pendence to the 


Island. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.— At last Free 


dent Cleveland haa taken action in be- 
lalf of Ouba. lie haa made to Spain a 
ormal proposition that the good offices 
f the United States be accepted in me- 
iation between that country and her 
ebellioua colony in Cuba. This pro- 
oflftl was made in a cablegram of m- 
tructions to our minister at Madrid, 
Ir. Hannie Taylor, which was dis- 
tatched today. No diplomatic dispatch 
f equal importance hag left this cap- 
al since Secretary OIney's note to the 
ritish government on the Venezuelan 
Kmmlary question waa sent last sum- 
mer. 


It brings to a crisis the relations be- 
ween tbe United States and Spain 
which have been unsettled since the 
utbreak of the Cuban rebellion. 
The note thoroughly explains the at- 
tude of the United States and the rea- 
ons which have led to this action. The 
mncipal points of the dispatch are: 
First — The President offers tbe good 
lices of tbe United States government 
u mediation between Spain and the iu- 
irgeuta, wuh a view to a settlement of 
ie trouble and the bringing about of 
eace in Cuba. 
Second — Tbe note recalls tho corre- 
londence between this government and 
pa n at the time of tbo ten years' war 
hen President Grant and Secretary 
''ish proposed mediation, and the i-psm- 
eh government, though declining to 
ccept it, promised certain reforms in 
uba. The fact that tbe United States 
aa in part instrumental in bringing 
rout that settlement, and the charge 
iat the Spanish government haa not 
cept Ina promise is given an a reason 
hy the United States now has a right 
o be beard in the case. 


resent rebellion in Cuba bo's assumed 


much more serious aspect than any 


oruier insurrection, the insurgents hav- 
ng apparently taken possession of all 
he island, except Havana and a small 
ection of country about it. 
Spain ia assured of the fact that the 
nited States ia actuated by only disin- 
ereated motives and by a deaire through 
Headship to bring about a more pacific 
,nd satisfactory state of affairs In tbe 
eland. Spain is urged to accept our 
ood oillces in the spirit in which they 
re tendered, and the hope is expressed 
iat the Spanish government will see 
a way to granting reforms in Ouba. 
he President doea not aek Spain to 
;rant tho independence of Ouba nor does 
ie suggest tbat home rule be accotded 
ie people of tbat island. He leaves all 
tese questions of method to be did- 
useed after Spain shall have expressed 
willingness to accept mediation.

NICARAGUA REVOLUTION 


NSURGENTS THREATENING THE 


CAPITAL. 


Much Grumbling at the Inaction of 


/.elaya's Army— Lack of Am- 


munition.

COKINTO, Nicaragua, April 9, via Gal- 


yeston April 10.— For several hours on 
April 6th and 7th the insurgent troops, 
under tbe command of General Boca, 
)resident of the revolutionary govern- 
ment of Nicaragua, cannonaded the 
troopa eent by the government of Hon- 
duras at Chinandegn. Tbe bombard* 
ment, however, did not dlalodee the sol- 
diers who were aent by Honduras to 
,he assistance of the government of 
President Zelaya. At El Viego an in- 
mrtrent force from 'Leon ia flanking 
Sagarote and threatening to attack 
Managua, the capital of Nicaragua. The 
government troops have been twice en- 
gaged with tbe force of the Leouiate. A 
iew men have been killed on both sides, 
but President Zelaya's force waa not 
strong enough to drive back tbe enetriy, 
and U returned to Managua unsuccess- 
ful.A special detachment of Zelaya's 
troops has occupied Souce, a town aboui 
twenty-four leagues out of Leon, tbe 
headquarters of tbe revolutionists. 


The British war ship Oomus, Captain 


Dyke, having on board over 200 officer* 
and tnen, haa arrived here, but she wll 
leave Cor in to territory for San Juan de 
Sur. It is expected, however, that tin 
Oomus will return here on Friday and 
remain at tins port until the revolution- 
in Nicaragua ia decided one way or the 
other. 


The only real fighting done so far wa 


in the earlier stages of the revolution 
and it sceme to have sickened botl 
ririttiee. The Lconiats have tbe larges 
quantity of arma, and they are of a mor 
modern description than those of Presi 
dent Zelaya, but tho latter has, up t 
the present, Buffered from lack of am 
munition, although be has hitherto bee 
well supplied with money from Managua 
and Grenada in particlar, but there i 
already much grumbling at tho inactio 
of President Belaya's army and threat 
nave been beard to cut off hie supplie 
of funda unless something tangible ia nc 
compliahcd.

Mr.'Phil- 
ips had taken hia wheat to the Olovia 
-till and brought the grist back. 


"I must not forget the pickled fi«a and 
be fig marmalade, for they are favorites 
with me. Tbe orchard produced them. 
Home-made butter, milk and '.cream 
were there in abundance. I helped my- 
elf to tbe .ham, and upon inquiry I 
earned that it waa a product of the 
arm; as was also the buefateas:. Tbit 
iraa enough already to satisfy the appe< 
Jte of a hungry man, but it waa not all. 
?he home-made wiuo was excellent.

Attorney Van Meter appeared in sup- 


port oi a petition by Robert Martin, 
Louis Lingby, J. F. Stevens, W. R. Mar- 
tin and A. Hall. The petitioners are 
the ownere of the several 6-acre tracts 
constituting tbe northeast -fa of the 
southwest quarter of section 35, town- 
ship 13, range 20 east:; and they asked 
to have an order made vacating the 
streets established at the 'time tbe en- 
tire 40-acre tract was 'laid out into 5-acre 
tracts and named Ritcbluud '•Villa.

Present indication a point to an enor- 


mous development of the oil district 
near Goalinga.

Compared with the best 'Oil produced 
anywhere else outhiHcoast, the Coalinga 
product ia aa 52 to 17. 
A manufacturing company of San 


Francisco which uses in its business a 
high grade of oil, which >it imports from 
Peru in South America because it can- 
not obtain it in the United States, was 
sent a gallon of the Coalinga oil. After 
putting it to tiie 'test 'it waa declared 
equal to the Peru oil.

..'hlch ueee 2500 barrels of crude oil 
each month for fuel in its firebrick 
kilns, baa tested tbe Coalinga product 
and eaye that 1200 barrels of it will go 
as far an 2500 barrels of the other. 


Aiioffer bus been made by a company 


to erect a rellnery on the ground aud 
buv the entire output at $2,50 a barrel. 
This is an exceedingly high price, and 
ie two and a half times more than the 
Los Angeles oil sells for. 


The oil flows Iroui the well without 


the aid of a pump. ExpurtB m the 
business predict tbat a much greater 
flow will toe struck. Tanks have been 
provided for saving the oil, and others 
will be taken to the wells ag needed. 
One was taken'froiu tuifl city yesterday.

Schlaswig-Holstein, the brother-in-law 
of Emperor William of Germany; in 
fact, enmo poreone even had the audac- 
ity to cast the sidelights of suspicion 
upon a higher person thaj Duke Gun- 
ther, though it would seem without 
just ground for so doing. When Count 
Von Kotze waa released from prison he 
prom ply sent out challenges to a dozen 
of those whom he believed to have been 
implicated in a plot to ruin him, in or- 
der to save the reputaion of the high 
personage, whoever he in&y be, who it 
looked upon as being the real author of 
the anonymous communications. 


Among the principal persons chal 


longed were Baron Von ileisch, cour1 
marshal to ex-Emperor Frederick o 
Germany; Baron Von Schrader, master 
of ceremonies of the Prussian court 
Prince Von Auerstenherg, Prince Her 
bert of Saxe-Altenburg and Prince Al 
bert of Baxe-Al ten burg. 


The first of the proposed series of 


duels was fought with pistols, in the 
Gruenwald, early during the morning 
of April 13th last, between Count Von 
Kotze and Baron Von Reiach.
